DRAWINGS 

The following changes to the drawings must be made: Note the original copy of 
the Draftspersons criticism of the drawings labeled as an attachment to the prior Office 
Action Paper No. 4 (mail date: 9/02/2003). A Xeroxed copy of the above mentioned 
drawing requirement -PTO-948 — is included with this action.

Cited Reference 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Beck teaches the use of two switches connected in parallel with 
respect to an ignition circuit. The ignition switches 43,43' or switch I and switch II are 
schematically illustrated in figures 12-15 and are best illustrated as structure in figures 
18 noting the left to right or right to left relationship of the switches with respect to one 
another and the common mounting; namely, printed circuit board or panel 31. Note also 
col.2, lines 5-26; col. 5, line 34 to col. 9, line 33. It should be noted that the printed 
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circuit board or panel 31 has an aperture coincident witli tlie aperture 18 for receiving 
the right side portion 12 of the handle bar unit 1 1 . One of the ignition switches is 
located to the right of the non-numbered aperture and the other ignition switch unit is 
mounted to the left side of the non-numbered panel aperture. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The structural 
distinctions between applicants allowed claims and Beck is simply the fact that the prior 
art does not teach the use of left-handed and right-handed ignition switches mounted on 
a dashboard and connected in parallel. Note applicant's claims 19-22 and figure 2. The 
similarities in Beck's switch arrangement differ drastically from the switch arrangement 
taught to be novel by applicant. Beck's switch structure has a common printed circuit 
board and the switches are closely spaced. In contrast, the applicant's switches have a 
common dashboard supporting structure. The applicants switches are spaced apart 
such a distance that only one of the switches is operable by a left hand while the other 
switch is operable by the right hand. 

Claims 1,7,12 and 15 are allowed noting applicant's remarks in her response of 
10/31/2003.
